With the due date for Income Taxes 
onty a few weeks away, the collection 
of this fur-reaching tax on 1918S in- 
comes has started off with a bang. 
Everybody ts figuring income tax, 

Payments and sworn statements of 
fineome must reach Internal Revenue 
offices on or before March 15, and there 
are severe penalties for delinquency. 

Residents of California are required 
to make their returns and pay their 
taxes to Justus Wardell, San Fran- 
cisco, or to John P. Carter, Los An- 
geles, Collectors of Internal Revenue, 
who are now doing free edvisory work 
on Incéme Tax. 

“Pay your Incon.e Tax by March 
15,” is the slogan of the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau, which has sent every 
avafluble officer into the field to help 
the public to undersiand the require- 
ments and to prepare the returns.

The new Revenue law places the In- 
eome Tax duty on citizens and resi- 
dents, The Internal Revonue Bureau 
fs sending its men to work right with 
the public to get the tax and the re- 
tarns in. With active co-operation, 
every tax due March 15 will be paid 
and every return required by law will 
be in. the Revenue offices on time. 


Exemptions Allowed. 

A single person is allowed a personal 
exemption of $1,000. If he is support- 
ing in his household relatives who are 
dependent upon him, he may claiin the 
status of the head of a family who has 
the same exemption as if married, 

A married person, who lives with 
wife or husband, is allowed a personal 
exemption of $2,000. The ‘head of a 
family is entitled to claim a similar 
personal exemption. 

An additional exemption of $200 is 
allowed for each person under eighteen

Californians Agree to Raise Sufficient 
Fund to Build 70-Miles of 
Roosevelt Highway 


Fresno.—Pledging themselves to 
raise $1,000,000 by popular subscription 
to build the seventy-mile Roosevelt 
Yosemite concrete highway between 
Merced and Kl Portal, 
delegates from Chambers of Com- 
auto associations and other 
organizations all over the State have 
paid $6 for a certificate of admis 
sion to the park, and pledged their 
personal effort toward securing 200,- 
Qvl0 subscribers. The Yosemite High- 
way Association was formed, with all 
present as charter members. 

Immediate construction of a 
crete highway on to the floor of the 


i1osemite valley, to open it up to 
wimter travel, instead of the proposed 
State dirt road, will be made pos- 
sible by patriotic donations from the 
owners of the 400,000 automobiles in 
this State, according to a pledge 
given by delegates from the northern,

New High to Cost $500,000 Included 
in Programme for Four 
Modern Edifices 


San Francisco.—School construction 
plans calling for the expenditure of 
$1,059,000 at once have been announced 
by President George E. Gallagher of 
the Board of Education. 

The building program, which will 
give to San Francisco four new school 
buildings, including a high school 
costing $500,000, three modern six- 
room additions and a reconstructed 
building with new equipment, will 
begin March 5. 

On this date bids will be received 
for construction of a new Park-Pre 
idio school, costing, it is estimated, 
$130,000. Plans for this building have 
been drawn. The school, a two-story 
brick and concrete structure, will 
house eighteen classes and will be 
completed under the program outlined 
by Gallagher in February, 1920. 

On the old site of the Cleveland 
School, destroyed by fire, the school 
directors will erect what will be 
named the Harrison School. The 
plans of the Board of Education call 
for an expenditure of $90,000 for this 
building, which will be a two-story 
structure and house twelve classes. 

Proceedings: are in progress to con- 
demn the block bounded by Van Ness 
avenue, Polk, Bay and _ Francisco 
streets. On this site the Board of 
Education will erect a high school to 
be known as the Galilee High School. 
This building, to relieve congestion 
in the North Beach section, will cost, 
it is estimated $500,000. Within six 
months, Gallagher said, ground will be 
broken for the foundation, if the plans 
of the Board are carried through with- 
out unnecessary delay. 

Shacks, now known as the Jeffer- 
son School, Gallagher announced, wil 
be replaced with a two-story modern 
structure housing eighteen clasges. 

The Board plans to exchange the 
present site on Ninteenth avenue, 
between Irving and Judah streets, 
for a site four or five blocks to the 
south. Gallagher said growth of the 
Sunset district is to the southward, 
and the Board plans to acquire a 
square block of land for a site. The 
erection of this building, according 
to the present estimate, will cost 
£109,000. 

At a cost of ‘$35,000, it is estimated, 
the Board of Education will add a 
six-room addition to the Yerba Buena 
School on the north side of Green- 
wich street between Fillmore and 
Webster. A similar addition is to be 
made to the Spring Valley School on 
Jackson street. This addition, ac 
cording to the estimate filed with the 
Board, will cost $85,000. ; 

Six rooms, under the new pro 
gram, will be added to the Columbus 
School on Twelfth avenue, between 
Kirkham and Lawton streets. This ad- 
dition will cost, it is estimated, $60,- 
000. The building known as the Mon- 
roe Grammar School, at Excelsior ave 
nue and London street, is to be recon- 
structed at an estimated cost of 
$50,000. 

Funds for this huge building pro- 
gram, Gallagher says, will be obtained 
from the sale at once of upward of 
$2,000,000 worth of school bonds. It is 
expected that this block of bonds will 
be sold within the next few days. 

In addition to the new building pro- 
gram, the Board of Education is rush- 
ing the. work on the new Monroe Pri- 
mary School, situated on the block 
bounded by Excelsior avenue, Madrid, 
Lisbon and Paris streets. The first 
story of this building, which will 
house eighteen classes, is complete. 

The building is costing the city 
$160,000. Gallagher said that it would 
be ready for occupancy in December. 

“Not only do the returning soldiers 
need the work this program will pro- 
vide,” said Gallagher, “but the dis- 
tricts in which the improvements will 
be made have long outgrown present 
schoo! facilities. This program will be 
rushed to completion. In every in- 
stance we plan to have a square block 
for a site. We intend to keep the chil- 
dren off the streets, to eliminate auto- 
mobile accidents in which schoo! chil- 
dren are the victims.”

John Joseph Conlon Succumbs at 


Hospital; Overcome at Fire 


San Francisco—John Joseph Con- 
lon, First Assistant Chief of the San 
Francisco Fire Department, died at 
the Central Emergency Hospital Sun- 
day afternoon from injuries received 
at the fire on Post street arid Grant 
avenue last Saturday night. Conlon 
was one of the several who were 
overcome by gas and smoke at the 
fire. 

Escorted by a guard of honor of 
100 firemen, the body of Chief Conlon 
was taken to the City Hall Monday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock, there to lie in 
state until Tuesday morning, when 
the funeral services were held at St. 
Mary’s Cathedral at 9:30 o'clock. 

“Chief Conlon leaves a long record 
of efficient and faithful service and 
hosts of friends in the department,” 
said Chief Thomas R. Murphy. 

Chief Conlon joined the department 
in 1883 and started his career as a 
truckman in No. 1 company. He had 
an enviable record, having served 
continuously for thirty-six years. In 
1892 Conlon was promoted to be Cap 
tain of Chemical No. 2, which posi- 
tion he retained until 1893, when, in 
reward of his faithful service, he was 
made Battalion Chief of the fifth dis- 
trict. As a further reward for his 
Meritorious conduct he was promoted 
to Junior Assistant Chief in 1914. 
After thirty-four years of service the 
rank of First Assistant Fire Chief 
was bestowed upon Conlon in 1917, 
which position he retained until his 
death. 

Conlon was born in Washington, 
D. C., in 1860 and came to San Fran- 
cisco the next year with his parents. 
He received his education here and 
was engaged for a short time in the 
printing business. He was a gradu- 
ate of the Lincoln Grammar School. 

In 1897 Conlon was married to Miss 
Ada Flynn, who survives him, with 
two daughters, Frances and Aldine, 
and two sons, Gerald and John.

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BOLSHEVISTS GIVE 


CHARLES E. VAN LOAN, 


“SKY PILOTS SEND OFF} HUMORIST, DIES IN EAST 


Wholesale Murder of Monksand Priests 
Described by Noted Professor 


London.—Murders of clergymen 
constitute the latest feature of Bol- 
shevik terror in Russia, says Profes- 
sor Peter Struve, a distinguished Rus- 
sian economist, who has escaped from 
Russia and arrived in England after 
hiding from the Bolsheviki for months 
in Moscow, and after a long journey 
on foot to reach safety in Finland. 
He was compelled to disguise him- 
self to escape death at the hands of 
the adherents of Lenine and Trotzky. 
Professor Struve was representative 
from Petrograd in the second Duma 
and a member of the Assembly con- 
voked by Alexander F. Kerensky. 
Professor Struve said: 

“Altogether ten Bishops had been 
shot and many priésts murdered, and 
the dean of Kazan Cathedral and his 
two sons were drowned in the Neva 
by the Red soldiers. 

“Near Kotlas all the monks in one 
monastery were shot to death. Pro- 
fessor Kartasheff, Minister of Relig- 
fon in Kerensky’s Government, who 
has escaped into FinjJand, says that 
the present persecution of the church 
in Petrograd is only comparable with 
the persecution of the early Chris- 
tians. 

“In Moscow all the shootings take 
place at night, but in Petrograd the 
victims of the Bolsheviki are shot in 
the afternoon in the courtyard of the 
headquarters of the executive com- 
mission. 

“at the beginning of the Bolshevik 
movement, I publicly expressed the 
opinion that not even a German 
would hold converse with a Bolshevik. 
As a Russian Constitutionalist it is 
completely inexplicable to me how 
any allied government can contem- 
plate discussion of any sort, in any 
circumstances or at any place, with 
anyone who calls himself a Boishevik. 

“Those who imagine that there can 
by any pact between the forces of 
civilization and Bolshevism have no 
conception of the real state of affairs 
in Russia The most moderate form 
of restoration of order and liberty in 
Russia would make the existence of 
Bolshevism impossible. 

“Bolshevism is complete tyranny, 
which is absolutely incompatible with 
any form of ordered liberty and con- 
stitutional government. It is entirely 
false to say that. Bolshevism is a 
popular form of government. If 
Trotzky would walk a verst through 
Moscow, he would be killed. No Czar 
Hved in greater terror of his sub- 
jects than the chiefs of the Bolshevik 
government. 

“It is untrue that the armed forces 
of the Bolsheviki ean offer any serious 
resistance to organized and _—well- 
armed pressure. 

“To represent the Bolsheviki as be 
ing strong is not only false, but very 
dangerous, because it creates the very 
impression that the Bolaheviki desire 
to create. They aim at world reyo- 
lution, and to create a false impres- 
sion of their power is to further their 
aims. Civilization must not shrink 
from the problem; it can be dealt 
with easily if it is grasped firmly. 
The real strength of the Bolsheviki 
lies in the irresolution of the leaders 
of eivilization.” mai 


Father of Writer Succumbs in Los 
Angeles When Told of Death 


Philadelphia.—Charles E. Van Loan, 
humorist, and famous as a writer of 
stories on sporting topics, died Sun- 
day of chronic nephritis at a hos- 
pital in Abington, Pa., near here. 

Van Loan came to Philadelphia 
from his home in Los Angeles on 
business and soon after his arrival he 
became ill and was hurried to the 
hospital. His wife and two children 
were summoned and were at his bed- 
side when he died. He was 43 years 
old. 


Los Angeles.—Overcome by the 
news of the death of his son, Charles 
E. Van Loan, Richard Van Loan died 
here at his home Sunday. Van Loan 
was summoned from a religious serv- 
ice by another son to be-told of the 
news. He evidenced great mental dis- 
tress and died a few minutes later 
at the family home.

This 
injury caused him trouble and is 
given as the primary’ eause of his 
fatal illness. 

Van Loan, with his wife and two 
children, Richard, 12 years old, and 
Virginia, 14 years old, left here last 
November to accept the position of 
associate editor of the Saturday Even- 
ing Post. 


UNEMPLOYMENT IN NEW 
YORK HELD ALARMING 


New York.—Unemployment in this 
state is increasing at an ‘alarming 
rate” and the resultant unrest among 
the jobless is such as to cause grave 
concern, according to the latest reports 
from fourteen industrial centers, made 
public here by Dr. W. Kirchwey, State 
director of the United States Employ- 
ment Service. “If this condition is 
allowed to continue without any organ- 
ized means of combating it, I should 
not be surprised if we should witness 
some examples of Soviet demonstra- 
tions,” asserted Dr. Kirchwey. He 
said that large concerns in various 
cities daily are laying off large num- 
bers of workers, and that this situa- 
tion is aggravated by the increasing 
host of soldiers discharged each week.

WHY MARCH 4'S IN 


“U.S. PUZZLES MANY 


Old Congress Sets Day for Inaugura- 
tion of Constitution in 1789; 
Important in History 


Why March 4 marks the beginning 
and end of Congresses of the United 
States, as well as being the inaugural 
day for Presidents Ts a question that 
a number of inquirers have asked. 

March 4, though not the anniver- 
sary of the first inauguration of George 
Washington as President, is the an- 
niversary of the day when the new- 
born United States began proceedings 
under the Constitution. When New 
Hampshire, on June 21, 1788, ratified 
the Constitution, making the ninth 
and final State necessary to put the 
instrument into effect, President Cyrus 
Griffen of the old Congress notified 
that body that nine States had ap- 


proved the Constitution. 


In September the old Congress 


named the first Wednesday in Jan- 
uary, 1789, for appointing electors, 
the first Wednesday in February for 
the electors to vote for President and 
the first Wednesday in March for be- 
ginning proceedings -umder the’ new 
Constitution. 


The first Wednesday in March of 


1789 fell on March 4, which, therefore, 
became the inaugural day of the Gov- 
ernment of 
America. 


the United States of 

Because of the slowness of travel 
by stage coaches in the heavy 
weather that prevailed, it was April 
6, 1789, before a quorum of Congress 
answered the roll call to canvass the 
electoral vote, and it was April 30 
before George Washington was inau- 
gurated first President of the United 
States. Since then, however, Presi- 
dents have been inaugurated on 
March 4, with a few variations, due to 
caution when that date happened to 
fall on’ Sunday. 

March 4 has otherwise been an im- 
portant day in history. On that date 
in 1193 died Saladin, the famous Sul- 
tan of Egypt and Syria, who’ beat 
back Richard Coeur de Lion and 
Philip Augustus of France in the 
Third Crusade.

WILSON'S STAND 
ROUSES, SENATOR 


President’s Reported Tirade Against 
Opponents of League Scathed 


—— 


Washington.—Newspaper accounts of 
the dinner given by President Wilson 
to members of the Democratic National 
Committee saying the President had 
bitterly assailed Senators opposing the 
league of nations constitution, were the 
subject of an address by Senator Sher- 
man of Illinois, Republican, early Tues- 
day morning in the Senate. 

The published reports read by the 
Senator said the President had _ re- 
ferred to the Senators as having 
“pigmy minds” and that he had de- 
clared they should “be hanged on gib- 
bets as high as heaven, but pointing 
in the opposite direction.” 

“Nothing has leaked out of the 
peace conference at Paris,” said Sen- 
ator Sherman, “more applicable to 
the war situation than these threats 
of the chief executive.” 

Declaring that one account had 
quoted the President as saying that 


the heads of Senators opposing the 


league were “nothing but knots to 
keep their bodies from unraveling,” 
the Illinois Senator said: 

“This language is classic. He has 
added another matchless phrase to 
those with which he has enriched our 
American politica] literature.” 

Senator Sherman spoke at great 
length and his humorous comment and 
scathing sarcasm eaused Senators and 
spectators alike to rock with laughter 
with only perfunctory attempts at re- 
straint made by the presiding officer.
